URGES CONGRESS TO AMEND MEDICAL BENEFITS STATUTES 

WHEREAS, the Unit e d Stat e s D e partm e nt ol - H e a l th and Human S e rvic e s U.S. Code of Federal 
Regulations, Title 42, Part 435 .1008 r e quir e s that p e r s ons r e c e iving f e d e ral m e dical b e n e fits los e th e ir 
e ligibility for thos e b e n e fits wh e n arr e st e d and d e tain e d in s e cur e confin e m e nt states that federal financial 
participation (FFP) is not available in expenditure for services provided to individuals who are inmates of 
public institutions. States, being unable to afford medical payments without FFP tend to terminate, or 
sometimes suspend, eligibility for these individuals ; and 

WHEREAS, this immediate cessation of benefits occurs prior to the issuance of formal charges or 
conviction; and 

WHEREAS, as a - r es ult counties must provide medical services to all persons incarcerated in local jails 
and detention facilities; and 

WHEREAS, as a result of this r e quir e m e nt regulation to immediately cease federal financial participation 
for medical benefits e ligibility , all costs of medical care must be borne solely by counties and e v e n wh e n 
prov e n innoc e nt it tak es month s for b e n e f i t s- t e- b e r e instat e d . 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners requests 
and strongly urges Congress to amend necessary federal statutes to allow r e cipi e nts of federal financial 
participation for medical benefits to r e tain th e ir e ligibility incarcerated individuals until convicted of a 
crime and sentenced to secure detention; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be sent to Illinois Members of 
Congress and the President of the United States to make them aware of our support for the amendment of 
Medical Benefits Statutes.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY ETHICS ORDINANCE 

Section 2.14 of the Cook County Ethics Ordinance (04-0-18) shall be amended by the addition of a new 
subsection (f) set forth below: 

2.14 Limitations of Contributions to Candidates and Elected Officials 


(a) No person who has done business with the County within the preceding four years or is 
seeking to do business with the county shall make contributions in an aggregate amount 
exceeding $1,500 (i) to any candidate for County office or elected County official during 
a single candidacy; or (ii) to an elected official of the government of the County during 
any non-election year of his or her tenn. The combined effect of these provisions is 
intended to permit total contribution up to but not exceeding $3,000 in a year in which a 
candidacy occurs. A year for purposes of this Section is from January 1st to December 
31 st of each year. 

(b) For purposes of subsection (a) above, an entity and its subsidiaries, parent company or 
otherwise affiliated companies, and any of their employees, officers, directors and 
partners who make a political contribution for which they are reimbursed by the entity or 
its affiliates shall be considered a single person. However, nothing in this provision shall 
be construed to prohibit such an employee, officer, director or partner from making a 
political contribution for which he is not reimbursed by a person with whom he or she is 
affiliated, even if that person has made the maximum contribution allowed under 
subsection (a). 

(c) Any contributions made under this Section shall be reported as required by the Election 
Code, 10 ILCS 5/1-1 et. seq. 

(d) For purposes of subsection (a) above, "done business” or "doing business” means any 
one or any combination of sales, purchases, leases or contracts to, from or with the 
County or any County agency in excess of $10,000 in any twelve consecutive months. 

(e) For purposes of subsection (a) above, “seeking to do business” means taking action 
within the past six months to obtain a contract or business with the County when, if such 
action were successful, it would result in the person doing business with the County as 
defined in subsection (d) above. 
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ff) All Cook County employees are prohibited from making any political campaign 
contribution to any elected official of Cook County or candidate for County office. 
Elected officials of Cook County and candidates for County office shall not accept or 
receive any contributions in violation of this subsection If). Elected officials shall not 
include members of the judiciary. Nothing in this subsection shall preclude a Cook 
County elected official from giving or receiving a contribution to another Cook County 
elected official or candidate for County office. 

This amendment shall be effective upon passage. 


Commissioner Claypool, seconded by Commissioner Quigley, moved that the Proposed Ordinance 
Amendment be approved and adopted. 

At the request of Commissioner Hansen Deputy State’s Attorney Patrick T. Driscoll, Jr. addressed the 
Proposed Ordinance Amendment. DSA Driscoll stated that 50 ILCS 135/1-15 - the Local Governmental 
Employees Political Rights Act “governs the political rights of local government employees”. Section 
135/5 defines political rights to include without limitation ... “to make campaign contributions”. Section 
135/10 states that “(a) No unit of local government may make or enforce any rule or ordinance that in any 
way inhibits or prohibits any of its employees from exercising the employee’s political rights”. Section 
135/15 states that “A home rule unit may not regulate employee political rights in a manner inconsistent 
with this Act. This Section is a limitation under subsection (i) of Section 6 of Article VII of the Illinois 
Constitution on the concurrent exercise by home rule units of powers and functions exercised by the 
State.” 

President Stroger stated that pursuant to 50 ILCS 135/1-15 the Proposed Ordinance Amendment is ruled 
out of order. 

Commissioner Claypool, seconded by Commissioner Peraica, moved to appeal the ruling of the Chair. 
Commissioner Claypool called for a Roll Call, the vote of yeas and nays being as follows:

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, 80-95% of sexual assault victims know their attacker; and 
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WHEREAS, 50% of sex offenders re-offend; and 

WHEREAS, 45% of sexual assault victims are under 12 yrs. of age; and 

WHEREAS, at least half of convicted child molesters report that they also have sexually assaulted an 
adult; and 

WHEREAS, more than half of rape/sexual assaults happen within one mile of the victim’s home; and 
WHEREAS, 80% of all addresses have at least one offender within a mile; and 

WHEREAS, sex offenders cross socio-economic boundaries, living in both the richest and poorest of 
neighborhoods; and 

WHEREAS, Illinois State statute sets a provision for a Sheriffs office to register offenders and notify 
the public; and 

WHEREAS, offenders are very mobile, with 25% moving each year; and 

WHEREAS, the new offender population increases by a rate of 10% annually; and 

WHEREAS, online alert systems are available, which not only allow a citizen to look up registered 
offenders in their area, but to receive an email alert, followed by a postcard when a registered sex 
offender moves to within one mile of sensitive addresses, such as a home, school, park etc.; and 

WHEREAS, a web-based offender watch system will also permit one to conduct address searches that 
will create a map showing all offenders within one mile of the address, as well as a geographic risk 
assessment of the offenders; and 

WHEREAS, this program will also allow for city and name searches, as well as provide detailed 
descriptions on offenders including: name, aliases, physical description, photograph, nature of conviction 
and a map of the offender’s address; and 

WHEREAS, this program is an important tool that will enable one to attain this necessary knowledge to 
help keep our children and families safe and at a relatively low cost; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the interest of everyone to help protect our children from this seemingly ever 
increasing danger. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, does 
hereby request that the Cook County Sheriffs web site implement an Offender Watch system with an 
automatic email alert capability, which will assist in informing our residents where sexual offenders 
reside and thereby giving them, in a timely manner, the information they need to protect their families and 
reduce the chance of future victimization.

WHEREAS, Cook County has recently undergone an arduous budget process; and 

WHEREAS, it is imperative that the President and the Board of Commissioners keep informed as to any 
discrepancies between the County’s actual revenues and the estimated revenues found on pages 8, 9 and 
10 of the Revenue Estimates Book for the FY 2006 budget; and 

WHEREAS, in an effort to keep the President and the Board of Commissioners informed the 
Comptroller is directed to compile a monthly report of actual monthly revenues versus estimated monthly 
revenues and submit the reports to the President of the Board; and 

WHEREAS, in turn, the President will direct the monthly reports to the Finance Committee to be 
received and filed; and 

WHEREAS, the monthly reports are a prudent way to ensure the FY 2006 revenues are on track and, if 
revenues are not coming in as projected, the President and Board of Commissioners will be able to take 
immediate corrective action; and 

WHEREAS, precedent for monthly reports has already been established as both the Cook County 
Highway and Capital Planning and Policy departments issue monthly progress reports to keep the board 
abreast of projects; and 

WHEREAS, this new monthly revenue report from the Comptroller’s Office will be established in that 
same vain. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President and the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners directs the Cook County Comptroller to issue said reports on a monthly basis to keep the 
President and Board of Commissioners apprised of the County’s financial situation.

The Resolution requires the Bureau of Health Services to prepare a report assessing the potential fiscal 
and health impact of absorbing many former patients from Bethany Hospital into our public health system 
as well as the fiscal impact of operating the Bethany clinic on a rental basis. Furthermore, it requires the 
Committee on Health and Hospitals to a hold public hearing to determine the overall health and 
community impact of converting Bethany Hospital to a long-term care facility.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, Bethany Hospital has been serving Chicago’s West Side for over 85 years as a full service 
community hospital; and 

WHEREAS, the West Side has Chicago’s largest proportion of medically needy residents as well as the 
highest concentration of‘‘working poor,” people earning between 100% and 200% of the federal poverty 
level, who are least likely to have either public or private health insurance; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Sinai Urban Health Institute, neighborhoods in the Bethany service area 
face a host of serious health challenges, including rates of asthma, diabetes, depression, and obesity 
dramatically higher than the national and Chicago averages; and 

WHEREAS, despite the growing need for general acute care services in Chicago’s West Side, Advocate 
Health Care Network, Chicago’s largest private nonprofit hospital system and Bethany’s corporate owner, 
recently announced plans to convert Bethany Hospital from a general acute care facility to a long-term 
care facility; and 

WHEREAS, Advocate’s conversion plan would eliminate a wide range of health care services including 
emergency, obstetrics/gynecology, intensive care, mental health, and other crucial services for the poor 
and underserved West Side residents; and 

WHEREAS, since the majority of Bethany’s 67,000 patients lack private health insurance, these patients 
will likely seek care at Cook County’s Stroger Hospital, and other area hospitals already struggling to 
deal with the area’s large uninsured and Medicaid populations; and 

WHEREAS, prior to the conversion plan, Advocate allowed the Cook County Bureau of Health Services 
to use space in Bethany Hospital free of charge to operate a walk-in clinic that served 15,000 patients 
each year, and it now intends to charge Cook County between $200,000 and $300,000 annually to use the 
same space; and 
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WHEREAS, as a religiously-sponsored, nonprofit health care provider that has long enjoyed substantial 
public subsidies in the form of generous tax breaks and other benefits, Advocate has a responsibility, both 
legal and moral, to continue to help meet the West Side’s health needs. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that we, the President and the Members of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners encourage Advocate Health Care Network to follow applicable laws and 
regulations with regard to converting Bethany Hospital to a long-term care facility, including obtaining all 
necessary permits and holding all necessary public hearings before it discontinues any services at Bethany 
Hospital; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Bureau of Health Services prepare a report 
assessing the potential fiscal and health impact of absorbing many of the former patients from Bethany 
Hospital into our public health system as well as the fiscal impact of operating the Bethany clinic on a 
rental basis, present those findings to the Cook County Board, and make the report available to the public; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Health and Hospitals Committee hold public hearings to 
determine the overall health and community impact of converting Bethany Hospital to a long-tenn care 
facility.

DISPLACED BUILDING SERVICE WORKERS PROTECTION ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 
7, Section 6a of the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters 
which pertain to its government and affairs; 

WHEREAS, as part of their findings in the investigation of the fire at 69 W, 
Washington, the Mikva Commission vocalized the need for coordinated and uniform 
evacuation policies in event of an emergency: and 

WHEREAS, the federal government encourages increased awareness by personnel 
working in office and industrial buildings in order to combat potential terrorist activity: 
and 

WHEREAS, building sendee workers are trained and knowledgeable in building safety 
procedures and are alert to any suspicious activity which they may encounter in the 
performance of their jobs; and 

WHEREAS, a period of review and retention before a successor employer can terminate 
a position ensures that the safety of building occupants will not be compromised during 
the transitory phase of building service contracts; and 

WHEREAS, nothing in this Ordinance abrogates a successor employer's rights to 
discharge an employee for “cause" or conduct employee background checks. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ENACTED by the People of the County of Cook, 

Illinois, represented by the Cook County Board of Commissioners: 

Section 1: Title. This Ordinance may be cited as the Displaced Building Service 
Workers Protection Ordinance. 
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Section 2: Definitions. In this Ordinance: 

"Building service" means work performed in connection with the care or maintenance 
of an existing building and includes, but is not limited to, work performed by a 
watchman, security officer, door staff, building cleaner, maintenance technician, 
handyman, janitor, elevator operator, window cleaner, building engineer and 
groundskeeper. 

"Building service contract" means a contract let to any covered employer for the 
furnishing of building services and includes any subcontract for such services. 

"Building service contractor" means any person who enters into a building service 
contract. 

"Building service employee" means any person employed as a building service 
employee by a covered employer who has been regularly assigned to a building on a full 
or part-time basis for at least 9Q25 days immediately preceding any transition in 
employment subject to this Section except for (i) persons who are managerial, 
supervisory, or confidential employees, provided that this exemption shall not apply to 
building engineers for existing properties, (ii) persons earning in excess of $25 per hour 
from a covered employer, and (iii) persons regularly scheduled to work fewer than 6 
hours per week at a building. 

"County of Cook" means any city, township, administration, department, division, 
bureau, board or commission, or a corporation, institution, or agency of government, the 
expenses of which are paid in whole or in part from the County treasury. 

"Covered employer" means any person who owns or manages real property, either on 
its own behalf or for another person, or any person who contracts or subcontracts with an 
owner or manager of real property within the County of Cook for real estate, including, 
but not limited to, housing cooperatives, condominium associations, building managing 
agents, and any building service contractor provided, however, that the requirements of 
this Ordinance shall not apply to (i) residential buildings under 50 units, (ii) commercial 
office, institutional, or retail buildings of less than 75,000 square feet, (iii) any building 
tu- wh ic h th e County of Cook or any gov e rnm e ntal e ntity, th e- h e ad or maj o r it y of 

m e mb e rs of which ar e appoint e d by on e or mor e offic e rs of th e County of Cook, 

occ u p ie s 50% or mof e of th e r e ntabl e s quar e footag e any building owned by any 
government entity , or (iv) any building that is owned or operated by a hospital or 
hospital affiliate as defined in the Hospital Licensing Ordinance. 

"Person" means any individual, proprietorship, partnership, joint venture, corporation, 
limited liability company, trust, association, or other entity that may employ persons or 
enter into service contracts, but shall not include the City of Chicago, the County of 
Cook, and the federal government or any other entity, or any individual or entity 
managing real property for a governmental entity. 

"Successor employer" means a covered employer that (i) has been awarded a building 
service contract to provide, in whole or in part, building services that are substantially 
similar to those provided under a service contract that has recently been terminated, or 
(ii) has purchased or acquired control of property in which building service employees 
were employed. 
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Section 3: Protection for building service employees. 

(a) No less than 4425 calendar days before terminating any building service contract, 
any covered employer shall request the terminated contractor to provide the successor 
employer and any collective bargaining representative of any of the affected employees 
a full and accurate list containing the name, address, date of hire, and employment 
occupation classification of each building service employee employed on the notice date 
at the site or sites covered by the terminated contract. 

(b) No less than 4425 calendar days before transferring a controlling interest in any 
covered building in which building service employees are employed, any covered 
employer shall provide to the successor employer and any collective bargaining 
representative of any of the affected employees a full and accurate list containing the 
name, address, date of hire, and employment occupation classification of each building 
service employee currently employed at the site or sites covered by the transfer of 
controlling interest. 

(c) Any covered employer shall provide to the successor employer and any collective 
bargaining representative of any of the affected employees a full and accurate list 
containing the name, address, date of hire, and employment occupation classification of 
each building service employee currently employed at the site or sites covered by the 
terminated building service contract no more than 7 calendar days after notice that its 
building service contract has been terminated. 

(d) When providing the notice required under this Section, each covered employer 
shall ensure that a notice to building service employees is posted setting forth the rights 
provided under this Section and which includes a copy of the list provided under the 
proceeding Sections, and that such notice is also provided to the employees' collective 
bargaining representative, if any. The notice and list shall be posted in the same location 
and manner that other statutorily required notices to employees are posted at the affected 
site or sites. 

(e) A successor employer shall retain for a 9025 day transition employment period at 
the affected site or sites those building service employees of the terminated building 
sendee contractor and its subcontractors, or other covered employer, employed at the 
site or sites covered by the terminated building service contract or owned or operated by 
the former covered employer. 

(f) If at any time the successor employer determines that fewer building service 
employees are required to perform building services at the affected building than had 
been performing such services under the former employer, the successor employer shall 
retain the predecessor building service employees by seniority within job classification; 
provided that during such a 9025 day transition period, the successor employer shall 
maintain a preferential hiring list of those building service employees not retained at the 
building who shall be given a right of first refusal to any jobs within their classification 
that becomes available during that period. 

(g) Except as provided in subsection (f), during such 9025 day period, the successor 
contractor shall not discharge without cause an employee retained pursuant to this 
Section. 
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(h) At the end of the 9025 day transition period, the successor employer shall perform 
a written performance evaluation for each employee retained pursuant to this Section. If 
the employee’s performance during such 90-day period is satisfactory, the successor 
contractor shall offer the employee continued employment under the terms and 
conditions established by the successor employer or as required by law. 

(0 Nothing in this Ordinance shall restrict an existing or successor employer 
from obtaining a background check on an employee as may be required by a 
federal, state or local governmental agency. 

ti) Nothing in this Ordinance shall restrict an existing or successor employer 
from complying with requirements of the Department of Professional Regulation. 

Section 4: Violation. 

(a) A building service employee who has been discharged or not retained in violation 
of this Ordinance may bring an action in court against a successor contractor and 
covered employer for violation of any obligation imposed pursuant to this Ordinance. 

(b) Th e eourt -s ha l l hav e th e-aut hor i ty to ord e r injunctiv e r e li e f to pr e v e nt or r e m e dy a 
violation of any obligat i on impos e d pursuan t to this Ordinanc e. The following are 
appropriate remedies for violations of this Ordinance, as a court deems just and 
proper:

(2) Q) Costs of benefits the successor employer would have incurred for the employee 
under the successor contractor's or employer's benefit plans. 

(5) £4] The building service employee's reasonable attorney's fees and costs. 

(4) [5} In any such action, th e court shall hav e th e authority to ord e r An award 
requiring the terminated contractor or former employer to provide the successor 
employer with the information required pursuant to S e ction 10(c) Section 3(c) of this 
Ordinance. 

(6) Any additional relief the court deems just and proper. 

Section 5: Exemptions. 

The provisions of this Ordinance do not apply: 
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(1) To any successor employer that, on or before, the effective date of the 
transfer of control from a predecessor covered employer to the successor employer to the 
commencement of services by a successor building service contractor, agrees to assume, 
or to be bound by, the collective bargaining agreement of the predecessor covered 
building service employees, provided that the collective bargaining agreement provides 
tenns and conditions for the discharge or laying off of employees. 

(2) Where there is no existing collective bargaining agreement as described in 
subdivision (1), to any successor employer that agrees, on or before the effective date of 
the transfer of control from a predecessor covered employer to the successor employer or 
the commencement of services by a successor building service contractor, to enter into a 
new collective bargaining agreement covering its building service employees, provided 
that the collective bargaining agreement provides terms and conditions for the 
discharged or laying off of employees. 

(3) To any successor employer whose building service employees will be 
accredited to a bargaining unit with a pre-existing collective bargaining agreement, 
provided that the collective bargaining agreement provides terms and conditions for the 
discharged or laying off of employees. 

(4) To any covered employer that obtains a written commitment from a 
successor employer that the successor employer's building service employees will be 
covered by a collective bargaining agreement falling within subdivision (1), (2), or (3). 

Section 6: Effective date. 

This Ordinance takes effect upon becoming law. 

Chairman Collins asked Commissioner Maldonado to explain the changes that were made on the 
amendments to the Proposed Substitute Ordinance. 

Commissioner Maldonado explained that the amendments to the Proposed Substitute Ordinance are either 
underlined or typed in bold for the benefit of the members of the Committee. 

Commissioner Maldonado stated the following: The Proposed Substitute Ordinance protects 28,000 
employees in Cook County. Most of the building owners provide the type of protection that is contained 
in the Proposed Substitute Ordinance. However, there are a few buildings owners and contractors who 
have failed to provide basic protection. Thus it is important for the Committee to adopt this Proposed 
Substitute Ordinance so that Cook County can protect all of the workers who potentially could be 
covered. The Proposed Substitute Ordinance provides, in the event that a new contractor assesses that he 
needs fewer employees than the previous contractor, that he has the right to reduce the work force. Under 
the Proposed Substitute Ordinance he also has the right to terminate employees who were employed by 
the previous contractor. However, if, within the first twenty-five days the new contractor realizes that he 
needs new employees, he must give the first right of refusal to the employees that were terminated. These 
are very simple protective measures that this Proposed Substitute Ordinance provides. 

Commissioner Maldonado asked that the correspondence from New York City Council Member Erik 
Martin Dilan be made part of the record. (The referenced document is on file in the Office of the County 
Clerk.) 
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Chairman Collins stated that she is disappointed that the State’s Attorney’s Office did not have the 
opportunity to review the amendments. She will support moving the amendments to the Proposed 
Substitute Ordinance onto the floor. However, this is contingent upon inserting an amendment to the 
previous motion, that the Committee obtains a legal opinion of the amended version of the Proposed 
Substitute Ordinance from the State’s Attorney’s Office, and that the Committee seeks to amend Section 
3 Subsection I regarding background checks on employees. 

Commissioner Murphy, seconded by Commissioner Maldonado, moved to approve the 
amendments to the Proposed Substitute Ordinance (Comm. No. 271732), contingent upon the 
State’s Attorney’s Office incorporating the language of the amendment in Section 3 Subsection I. 
The motion carried. 

Vice Chairman Goslin voted no on the above item.

RESOLUTION 

A RESOLUTION providing for a Working Cash Fund of the 
County of Cook and for Transfers therefrom for the Fiscal Year 2006 

PREAMBLES 

WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois provides that “a 
County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County...(is) a Home Rule 
Unif’ and The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”), has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the 
electors of the County and is therefore a Home Rule Unit and may, under the powers granted by said 
Section 6(a) of Article VII of said Constitution of 1970, exercise any power and perform any function 
pertaining to its government and affairs; and 

WHEREAS, the County maintains the Corporate, Public Safety, Health Facilities and Election Funds as 
independent, self-balancing funds for accounting purposes; and 

WHEREAS, the County has previously established separate Working Cash Funds for Corporate, Public 
Safety, Health Facilities and Election Fund purposes; and 

WHEREAS, all taxes and other receipts in support of Corporate, Public Safety, Health Facilities and 
Election Fund purposes are paid into a single account, the County's “A” Account; and 

WHEREAS, the County has therefore detennined that it is possible to consolidate its Working Cash 
Funds while maintaining the accounting integrity of the Corporate, Public Safety, Health Facilities and 
Election Funds; and 

WHEREAS, the County has detennined it to be more efficient and to require less borrowing to manage 
its cash on the basis of a consolidated Working Cash Fund; and 

WHEREAS, it becomes necessary from time to time to borrow from a Working Cash Fund to meet 
ordinary and contingent expenses of the Corporate, Public Safety, Health Facilities and Election Funds of 
the County for cash flow needs in anticipation of settlement of various accounts receivable, including 
property taxes; and 

WHEREAS, it shall be the policy of Cook County to repay all loans to the Corporate, Public Safety, 
Health Facilities and Election Funds from any Working Cash Fund from any and all available funds prior 
to the end of the fiscal year during which the loan or loans were made; and 

WHEREAS, the Annual Appropriation Bill for Fiscal Year 2006 for Cook County, Section 18, 
establishes a limit of $264.9 million for the Working Cash Funds. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT AND IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED, by the Board of Commissioners of 
the County of Cook, Illinois, as follows: 

Section 1. Incorporation of Preambles. The Board hereby finds that all of the recitals contained in the 
preambles to this Resolution are full, true and correct and does hereby incorporate them into this 
Resolution by this reference. 
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Section 2. Authorization. There is hereby created a single, consolidated Working Cash Fund in the 
amount of $264.9 million to be used for the purposes described above. 


Section 3. Transfer of Funds by the Treasurer. The Treasurer of Cook County is hereby directed to 
consolidate all balances in the County’s various Working Cash Funds, and to make available all remaining 
sums, not to exceed $264.9 million, for 2006 cash flow borrowing needs to be transferred from time to 
time. 


Section 4. Transfer of Funds by the Comptroller. The Comptroller is hereby directed to transfer to the 
Treasurer from any and all available funds, the full aggregate amount borrowed there from prior to 
November 30, 2006. 


Section 5. Filing of the Resolution. The Board hereby directs the Clerk of the County to file a certified 
copy of this Resolution with the Treasurer of the County and the Treasurer is hereby directed to cause the 
transfer of moneys as provided by, and for the purpose set forth, in this Resolution. 


Section 6. Severability. If any section, paragraph or provision of this Resolution shall be held to be 
invalid or unenforceable for any reason, the invalidity or unenforceability of such section, paragraph or 
provision shall not affect any of the remaining provisions of this Resolution. 


Section 7. Repealer. All Ordinances, Resolutions or orders, or parts thereof, in conflict with the 
provisions of this Resolution are to the extent of such conflict hereby repealed. 


Section 8. Constitutional Power of the County. This Resolution is adopted pursuant to the 
constitutional powers of the County as a home rule unit notwithstanding any provisions of the Illinois 
Revised Statutes to the contrary. 


Section 9. Effective Date. The Board finds and determines that this Resolution shall be in full force and 
effect for the fiscal year 2006, December 1, 2005 through November 30, 2006.
